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Caira avoids layoffs 
in revised town budget 


Wilmington's budget woes were 
hardly in evidence Tuesday night 
as Town Manager Michael Caira 
presented his budget revisions to 
the finance committee. 

Most notably, Caira said that 
there would be no layoffs on the 
town side of his revised budget. 

The schools will still be laying off 
21 people, according to Business 
Manager Peter DcRoeve. 

The revision became necessary 
after voters rejected an override of 
Prop. 2. 1/2 ina special election on 
June 12, The annual town meeting 
had voted a budget that was over 
the Prop. 2 1/2 cap. As voted in the 
town mecting in April, the budget 
totalled $33,873,864. Caira's re- 
visions reduce it to $33,344,490, a 
rollback of $529,374 

The town manager's proposed 
revisions will be studied and voted 
by the fincom, and will then go 
before the voters at a special town 
meeting on August 27. 

At the Tuesday night meeting, 
Caira emphasized that he was 
presenting budget adjustments, not 
an entirely new budget. He asid that 
he was confident that the adjusted

plan of expenditures would allow 
the town to meet the limits of Prop. 
212 

On the down side, the town 
manager said that there is a 
perceived shortfall of FY 90 
revenues, worse than previously 
believed. He said that motor 
vehicle excise taxes were down by 
$392,673 and’ real estate and 
personal property taxes were off 
by $675,582 

Because of this million-dollar 
shortfall, state aid recently 
received was applied to the FY 90 
budget, Caira said, to protect the 
town's bond rating. Beyond that, 
he said tfat there was nothing more 
that could be done. Period 

Budget cuts 

The changes in the budget were 
presented by departments, with the 
amount appropriated by town 
meeting, and the amount recom- 
mended by the town manager.

Caira said that in preparing his 
figures, he had the advantage of 
lime, being into the actual budget 
year, which allows a much clearer 
picture of. actual costs. For 
instance, the town signed a new 
insurance contract on June 29, ata 
considerable savings 
One step which was taken was to 
implement a hiring freeze, except 
by permission of te town 
manager, Two new patrolmen 
were put on in the Police Depart- 
ment, to replace retired personnel. 
The town is also calling on civil 
service for the list for hiring two 
new firefighters, again to replace 
retired personnel, Also, the 
planning director will be replaced 
In some cases, though, empty 
The 
DPW will not hire an equipment 
operator Hl. And a part-time 
building inspector will only work 
10 hours a week instead of 20, and 
will be paid S15 an hour, not $18 


over exec session votes

Confusion and frustration seemed 
to be the order of the night last 
Wednesday as the Wilmington 
School Committee sought to 
straighten out two votes taken in 
Previous executive sessions. The 
votes focused on two issues: a 
surplus of funds in the fiscal 1990 
budget and an early retirement 
incentive package for two teachers 
in the system. 

At their closed meeting June 21, 
the board voted to return $150,000 
to the town, The decision included 
language to the effect that "no 
further expenditures are to be 
authorized and that money is to go 
into free cash." The money came 
from the special education account. 
According to Supt. William Fay, 
administrators did not know: until 
June that there would be a surplus 
in that account. On Wednesday, 
after much haggling, the committce 
reconsidered their vote, primarily 
because of the orginal language and 
the fact that some money was now 
being taken out of that amount to 
pay for the retirement incentive. 
Business, Manager Peter DeRoeve 
said about $100,000 would now be 
returned to the town. Chairman Dr. 
Shirley Callan insisted the vote 
reflect this change. Throughout the 
meeting, she also insisted the public 
has a right to know what's being 
done with its money. 

The second vote was taken at an 
executive session July 11. That vote 
reconsidered a previous vote in 
June which denied the early retiré- 
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ment incentive package. By a vote 
of five to two in July, the com 
mittee decided to offer high school 
physical education™eacher Fred 
Bellisimo and Shawsheen School 
teacher Lottie Weisberg early 
retirement. This move would récall 
and save the jobs of two teachers, 
both of whom are currently being 
paid unemployment as they were 
riffed last spring. Though the early 
retirement would save approxi 
mately $8,000 from the fiscal 1991 
budget, overall it would end up 
costing the system $26,000. 

Both Dr, Callan and Peggy Kane 
voted against the package. Kane 
questioned why the committce 
should cost the town $26,000 when 
both ‘teachers had technically 
already begun the -retirement 
process. Bellisimo plans to retire 
next June and Weisberg will retire 
in December 1992. Kane also ques- 
tioned why only two teachers were 
offered carly retirement when a 
total of five teachers applied for the 
package. Callan told this paper 
originally teachers only needed to 
have over 20 years experience to 
apply for the incentive. Somchow 
the requirement was changed to 
over 30 years experience, she said, 
which left out the other three 
teachers. 

Throughout last week's meeting, 
Bob Surran maintained because 
there had been a_ two-thirds 
majority vote in favor of early 
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retirement in execulive session any 
further motions taken up in open 
session would be superfluous, He 
also argued there was no. need to 
ratify executive session voles in 
open session. Surran said under the 
Open Mecting Law, the board only 
has to announce the votes. 

told the board further 
motions on the surplus funds were, 
“immaterial” because any money 
not spoken for automatically goes 
back to the town's coffers. 

The committee debated Kane's 
claim that, under the encumbrance 
system, the board has to provide 
Town Accountant Michael Morris 
with a letter or other documen- 
tation before June 30 telling him 
how much money is coming back to 
the town and how much will be 
taken out for early retirement. She 
said that was never done. Fay said 
Morris was aware there were 
ongoing negotiations about the 
$150,000 surplus. 

"All he's concerned about is a 
warrant,” said the superintendent, 
adding the warrant listing the 
incentive amount has to be signed 
by four committee members to 
make it a legal expenditure. 

Though there was a flurry of 
motions and counter-motions 
throughout the night and one 
allempt lo go into execulive session, 
it was Andrea Paglia’s two motions 
reconsidering the $150,000 vote 
and ratifying the incentive plan that 
helped the board wrap up its 
discussion in litle under an hour. 
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Work is underway on the new Main Street sewer, which will tie 
interceptor sewer near the Wilmington Car Wash. Crews are presently

working néaf the Shell station, with traffic being detoured by way of Lowell 
contaminants have been found in the soil near 
the car wash, delaying construction on that portion of the job. The work is

Owner may keep barn 


It was a favorable opinion from 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
on Tuesday, July 24 for a case in 
which many neighbors were 
interested. Robert Reppucci of 229 
Shawsheen Avenue owned the land, 
which he was selling to Jay Tighe, 
Wilmington real estate developer. 
The hearing involved an areca 
which has more than a few roads. 

The Reppucci property is 
between the old cranberry bog and 
Lake Street. The area has been 
pretty well developed, and, in 
addition to other items there is a 
barn on the property. Proposed 
was a street which would be 50 feet 
wide, with a 28 foot paving, and 
one sidewalk - on the other side of 
the street from the barn. The 
question was whether or not the 
barn could still exist when the 
street was put in. 

The case was first heardgon July 
11, and then put off for further 
discussion. There were more than 
eight interested persons who took 
part in the discussion on July 24 
The real question was One Road, 
or,Two? If the barn were allowed 
to remain one road for that area 
would suffice 

Joseph Simms, one of the 
neighbors felt that the barn should 
be taken down. He failed to see any 
hardship, he said. 

Chairman Bruce MacDonald told 
Simms that he had a choice. Accept 
the verdict of the Board of 
Appeals, or take the’case to court. 
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MacDonald voted in favor of the 
barn remaining, as did other 
members of the appeal board 

The Appeals Board also voted 
approval for property at 94 
Aldtich Road. Allowed were the 
present front yard setbacks and 
some existing property which had 
been-an illegal addition. 

Attorney Dan Brown, speaking 
for the Sweetheart Cup Company 
told the board that, Swee 
plans to install wooden batling 
around some ventilation tower 
be constructed, so as to ce 
noise.The case had been heard 
because Sweetheart is located in the 
flood plain Neighbors were 
complaining about the noise of the 
presept towers. 

Mr. McMenimen of the Appeals 
Board suggested that tests for noise 
be made, for the record, so that 
there could*be comparisons, with 
the proposed new structure:

These candidates run the gamut in 
age, background, experience, and 
political views. 


Ed Loschi 

Lifglong Reading resident Edwin 
J. "Ed" Loschi is a member of 
Town. Meeting, the Reading 
Conservation Commission, and the 
Ipswich River Watershed Assoc- 
iation, After carning his B.S 
degree in biolog y from 
UMass-Boston, he worked with the 
MDC to develop the criteria now 
used to g > the safety of 
Massachusetts swimming water, He 
puls environmental issues toward 
the forefront of his campaign and 
is willing to fight for tougher 
environmental r ations. 

The. 32-year-old Democrat 
describes himself as a fiscal 
conservative, envitonmental lib: 
eral, and social moderate, He does 
not favor new taxes, instead he 
advocates big cuts in spending. He 
sees the consolidation of state 
such as the police 
Massachusetts District Commission 
(MDC), and thegMassachusetts 
Watér Resourfe Authority 
(MWRA) as a way to lighten the 
tax burden 

LoSchi"is a proponent of the 
Citizens for Limited Taxation 
(CLT) which would rollback taxes

WHS to establish 
Hall of Fame 

Nominations are being sought for 
the Wilmington High School Hall 
of Fame. Nominees may be ath- 
letes, coaches or people who have 
been supportive of the school 
sports programs, 

The school is hoping to induct its 
first ten Hall of Famers in October. 
Of these, five will be athletes, three 
coaches and two others. 

Eligible athletes must have been 
out of school for at Icast ten years.

Sandra Trainor 

Sandra Trainor, another Reading 
Democrat, and the lone female 
candidate feels she is the candidate 
with the greatest breadth of 
experience, having been a tax- 
payer, a mother and a manager in 
the health care profession. Trainor 
refers to herself as the "common 
sense candidate" saying she will use 
her skills to evaluate every 
situation ina non-parusan manner. 

Trainor cited an absence of 
citizen representation on the pas- 
sage of the sales tax package after 
months of inaction by —the 
Legislature. She did support the 
initially proposed service tax 
package which would have been 
borne by large businesses and 
would have been a way around the 
unconstitutional "graduated" in- 
come tax plan which taxes higher 
incomes at a steeper rate. 

Trainor supports time restric- 
lions on taxes. Although she does 
see a present need for new taxes, in 
the future she would not support 
new taxes without increased state 
efficiency in return. 

After the budget, Trainor's pri- 
orities are environment, education, 
and health care. She calls education 
an investment in the future and says 
that funding can be provided by 
setting priorities. She suppofts the 
master plan for recycling and calls 
upon hospitals and citizens to work 
toward source minimization. On 
the abortion issue Trainor is per- 
sonally opposed, but feels that the 
government does not have the right 
to make that decision for a woman. 

Trainor would like to introduce 
incentive programs into areas like 
unemployment and welfare bene- 
fits. Perpetual government support 


will only bankrupt the state and 


lower self esteem of welfare 
recipients. The workfare program 
would assist the needy and prepare 
them to support themselves. 


Steve O'Leary 

North Reading: Democrat Steve 
O'Leary says he is willing to raise 
taxes as long as the funds r: are 
earmarked for specific areas. He 
criticized the legislature for its 
inaction_and_the-tax_package that 
was eventually passed. He would 
rather pay a larger income tax than 
be "nickled and dimed to death." 
The new sales tax package will 
drive businesses out of the 
Commonwealth. Those that stay 
will pass their tax burden on to the 
consumer and make it difficult for 
small businesses to compete with 
New Hampshire companies. 

If funds are earmarked for spe- 
cific areas like education, people 
are willing to pay. The delivery of 
funds builds confidence in govern- 
ment. O'Leary is committed to 
public education and willing to 
fund it at the expense of other 
areas. O'Leary cites environmental 
experience at the local, state, and 
judicial levels in dealing with 
North Reading's water resource 
problems due to contamination of 
its well, 

OLeary falls on the pro-life side 
of the Abortion issue. He would 
make exceptions in the case of 
rape, incest and the health of the 
mother. 

O'Leary has represented Wilm- 
ington on the Democratic State 
Committee since 1980. As 
Chairman of the North Reading 


Board of Selectmen, town meeting 
member, and employee of the state 
auditor, he has a knowledge and 
understanding of state and local 
government 


Steve Sullivan 

Twenty-eight year old Sieve, Sul- 
livan, another Reading Democrat 
has’also announced his candidacy. 
Sullivan has been endorsed by the 
AFL-CIO due to_his efforts as 
director of Frontlash, an organi- 
zation for young union members, 
and his involvement in the, Coors 
boycott on the UMass campus. He 
believes that public involvement 
and hitting people in the pocket- 
book is the best way to gain 
Positive results, 

Sullivan's campaign slogan’ is 
"access and accountability." He 
centers his campaign around the 
working family, stating that a 
strong family-structure will solve 
and avoid many of the state's 
problems. He would like to provide 
every family in the Commonwealth 
clean air to breathe and the 
opportunity to send their children 
to college. He encourages very 
harsh punishments for environ- 
mental offenders. If a business is 
caught dumping hazardous waste 
they are to be closed for a year, 
regardless of how much revenue 
they generate.

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Early days of radar remembered 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 
During the weekend of July 
21-22, the Public Broadcasting TV 


——stations inthis area broadcast-an 


account of Radar, its development 
during World War II, and its 
development today. 

The writer commanded ships 
which had radar, in the days when 
radar was a most secret subject, 
during the latter half of World 
War II. There were two events in 
which the reader might be 
interested. 

In the first instance: The writer 
was commanding the Benjamin 
Goodhue, on a voyage to 
Liverpool, England. At about 
latitude 50 degrees north and say 
11 or 12 degrees west the Goodhue 
was approaching fog, and a British 
steamer came out of that fog. The 
Goodhue had been "tracking" the 


British steamer, in the fog (by 
radar). 

A message by blinker asked the 
Goodhue'’s position. Quite 
evidently the British captain was 
just going to add a few miles to 
that, and have an adequate position. 

Instead the writer sent back some 
exact statistics "Your 1000 GMT 
(10 a.m. at Greenwich) was 50. 


(degrees) 35 (north) and 12. 


(degrees) 27 west. Course 264, 
speed 10,7". 

That message told everything 
except the ship's name. Where he 
was, where he was going, and the 
speed at which he was traveling 
There was no more conversation. 

Except in the mind of the writer. 
He could imagine that British 
captain spluttering: "Who the heck 
does that blooming Yankee think 
he is’ 

About six or eight weeks later the 
writer commanded the Chanute 


Victory, on a voyage to Europe. 
The passengers were 800 German 
prisoners, guarded by several 
hundred American troops. The 
passengers were allowed on deck 
only from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. Then 
they were locked up for the night. 

Those’Germans had only the rank 
of private. There were no officers, 
atleast officially. The eaptain-was 
told that some German officers had 
given up their privileges in order 
to get home first. 

Among the officers who had done 
that, the captain was told, was one 
submarine commander, and one 
man who had been captain of a 
merchant ship. Something might be 
learned, because on the second day 
out, while on the Grand Banks, the 
Chanute was going through fog, 
early in the morning 

Maybe the captain could find out 
who the submarine commander, or 
the shipmaster was. 


Hallisey sues Advertiser, writer, 
claiming libel in wetlands story

Former Selectman Bill Hallisey 
filed suit in Middlesex Superior 
Court on June 29, claiming he was 
libeled by a May 2 story in the 
Merrimack Valley Advertiser. He 
is seeking a total of $2 
damages in the two-count law: 
which names both the Advertiser, 
and Laurie Corliss Glasheen, as 
defendants. 

The lawsuit, filed by Lowell att- 
orney Robert H. Goldman, alleges 
that a front-page MVA story on 
May 2, 1990, damaged Hallisey's 
name and reputation in the town. 

The front-page MVA story held 
that the state Environmental Strike 
Force had read "Miranda Rights” to 
a number of town officials about 
allegedly illegal wetlands work 
done in the Florida Road area. The 
reading of Miranda rights implies a 
criminal arrest, but no real arrests 
have been made or are expected. 

The state Department of Envir- 
onmental Protection did, on May 2, 
issue "enforcement orders" to six 
town agencies, private individuals 
and firms over alleged wetlands 
violations in the Florida Road are: 
and the state orders carry possible 
criminal penalties and-or fines. The 
town has been working closely with 
the state to stabilize and eventually 
correct the wetlands disturbance in 
the area. 

Hallisey was not one of the six 
parties who were slapped with the 
state enforcement orders, but he 


was named often in the MVA front- 
page story, including an allegation 
that he was seen filling a wetlands 
trench with a backhoe, ‘in violation 
of state wetlands laws.

The Open Meeting Law 


A furor has. erupted on the Wilmington School Committee 
regarding executive seSsions. Chairman Dr. Shirley Callan has 
openly criticized the committee for an executive session where one 

nda item was the committee’s returning “free cash" to the 
town 

The rationale given by other members of the committee was that 
the amount to be returned would be influenced by a buy-out being 
offered to some teachers. They were being offered early 
retirement in return for a negotiated settlement. Because this 
settlement was part of the collective bargaining agreement with the 
teachers’ union, committee members felt it was proper to discuss 
the matter behind closed doors. 

Dr. Callan, however, disagreed. She walked out of the meeting. 
But then, she has always been a Staunch advocate of the Open 
Meeting Law 

About nine years ago, she was involved in a controversy with the 
Board of Library Trustees. At the time, she was vice-chairman of 
that board 

A young female page had allegedly been molested while working 
in the library. While most of the trustees accepted the police 
version of the.incident, Mrs, Callan insisted the board to conduct 
its own independent investigation 

The matter became so hot that the board decided to censure Mrs. 
Callan, However, when the board met to declare that censure, it 
was Observed that all the trustees’ statements-had been typed on the 
same Lypewriter. This was taken as evidence that the board had met 
outside of a posted open meeting. 

The matter was taken to the district attorney's office, and the 
censure was overtumed. The entire board resigned, except Mrs. 
Callan 

The present matter with the school committee is not as volatile an 
issue as the one that tore apart the library board. And although Dr. 
Callan has said she is not taking the matter to the district attomey, 
she is quite clear in her, assertion that the school committee is 
spreading the executive s¢ssion umbrella too wide. 

One committee member has said privately that he would move to 
have the committee reconsider its vote for chairman, 

Whether the matter blows up or not will be worth watching. 

The matter should serve as a reminder, though, that the Open 
Mecting Law does place restrictions on executive sessions. There 
are only a few matters where an executive session is proper. All 
meetings must be opened in open session, and an executive session 
car only be initiated by a roll call vote. 

And while the law's only power is to overturn an action taken as 
a result of anh illegal executive session, the library case 
demonstrates that skillful use of the law with adequate attention 
from the press can lead to the demise of officials who run afoul of

Last week Dr. John Silber outlined his health plan-for the 
poor. This plan, complete with quotes from Shakespeare, 
basically tells the poorer segment of the population that so 
long as you're poor your life expectancy is going to be based 
on the fiscal health of the State: -, 

The hard and bitter truth is that the present system is in 
dire need of overhaul. But do we need such a hard and bitter 
man to outline it for us? What the system needs is a 
compassionate appraisal of a medical system that can 
delicately balance the needs of our elderly poor, with the 
capacity of our Medicaid system. 

In the past Dr. Silber has bristled at any criticism that has 
been directed towards him as a result of his frank 
discussions of the issues. Frankly speaking, I have been 
somewhat sympathetic towards Silber. In many ways-his:no 
nonsense Manner has acted as a catalyst lo promote sOme 
much needed dialogue on the pressing issues of the day. 

But Silber's callous discussion of the issue of medical 
treatment of our elderly has done nothing to further thee 
reform that must take place in our Medicaid system. Instead 
it only adds to the perception that the Silber campaign seeks 
to pit rich against poor, young against old in a classic battle 
between the haves and the havenots. 

Doctor Silber owes the citizens of this Commonwealth a 
detailed explanation of his health care philosophy, in 
regards to our elderly population. His premise that our 
medical resources are finite is correct. What is incorrect is 
his assertion that older, poorer citizens have a duty to die at 
a financially convenient time to the Commonwealth. 

No, the issues that must be addressed are much more 
complicated than that, as are the solutions. If Doctor Silber 
wants to take on this issue, let him do it with innovative 
solutions.

backyard gardening 


by-Hugh Wiberg 

These are times which try 
gardeners’ souls! 

According to my informal record 
keeping, we have received one half 
inch of rainfall over the last five 
weeks in the form of three 
scattered showers. Each of these 

“showers moistened the soil to a 
depth of an inch or so and did 
nothing of any real value for our 
gardens. In an average five week 
stretch during the summer, we 
should receive four inches of rain. 
Already Tewksbury has imposed a 
partial water ban, and I'm 
wondering if Wilmington can be 
far behind. 

What to do? Perhaps the 
Wilmington Garden Club should 
sponsor an Indian rain dance on the 
town common some evening soon. 
(Judi, are you listening?). Until the 
heavens open up again, all we can 
do is deep soak the gardens every 
six or seven days with an 
oscillating sprinkler, and protect 
the plants with three or four inches 
of grass clippings (assuming your 
lawn is still alive!), peat moss, 
leaves or whatever. 

Two letters arrived this week 
which I feel require an immediate 
response. The first is from A.S. in 
Tewksbury and she writes, " 
What about foliar feeding? Is it 
worth the effort, and what is the 
best way to foliar feed?" 

Good question, and this is a 
subject inadvertently overlooked 
by this column. I do not foliar 
feed, mostly, I think, because | 
subscribe to the theory that goes "if 
it ain't broke, don't fix it.” By 
loading lots of leaves and manure 
into my garden, making it in a 
sense a large, active compost pile, I 
have never felt the need to foliar 
feed. Foliar feeding is a legitimate 
concept however, and can be 
beneficial in newer gardens where 
the soil has not been built up with 
organic matter. Briefly, weak 
solutions of fertilizer are sprayed 
directly on the leaves Where the 
plants can absorb them almost 

immediately. Any of the standard 

% water soluble fertilizers work well, 

% but caution is advised. It is best to 

~ under apply the spray; 15 to 20 

} seconds on any one plant's leaves is 

{ more than enough. The runoff 

* from the foliar applications will 

{ drain into the soil and benefit the 

4 plants’ root systems, Over the long

Wound up about fishing line 


by Bill Conlon 
The rubber worm drifts slowly to 
+, the bottom, at the edge of a steep 
© drop-off. Before the lure can reach 
“bottom, however, there is a sharp 
tug, then another, and-the line starts. 

* to move sideways. 

Here comes the fun part ... !!! 

You lean forward, take up slack 
in the line, then yank back sharply, 
burying the hook into solid bone. 
Something pulls back, very strong, 
and the fight is on! Wahoo! 

But how long will it last, and what 
are your chances to win the fight? 

Hands down the most important 
thing that connects you with that 
unseen monster below is a hair-thin 
plastic string, little more than 
cobweb, If your line fails, for any 
reason at all, that wall-hanger will 
simply swim away, with a Souvenir 
in his mouth until the hook rusts 
away. And lousy line means a lousy 
day fishing, no matter what that old 
bumper sticker says. 

If your line fails, you fail. You 
can't blame anybody for screwed- 
up line, and it's a cheat to say "He's 
so big he snapped my line!" They 
land marlin on fly rods, right? 

Monofilament fishing line is truly 
miraculous stuff. How the plastics 
engineers can make a single strand 
of very strong, very thin, and very 
uniform line, is beyond me. Years: 
ago, when dinosaurs walked upon 
the earth, we all used braided nylon 
line -- the same stuff we use today 
for ice fishing. Braided was heavy, 
thick, and difficult to both cast and 
tic, but it was all we had, 

But mono is not perfect. It's easy 
to gouge and injure monofilament 
line, which weakens it terribly. If 
the line rubs against a rock, or even 
a fish's teeth, it will knick, and the 
line will be weakened bad! 

My standard procedure, after any 
fish is taken, or after about 20 casts 
ona normal day, is to pinch the line 
at the snap-swivel and "squeak" the 
next three feet of line through my 
finger tips. ANY irregularity in the 
line means that I snip off the lure 
and remove that entire yard of line, 
then retie it and do it again. Mono 
should be absolutely smooth, with 
no bumps, gouges or abrasions 

Immediately upon tying a knot, I 
always give the line a " test 
Hold the lure safely with one hand 
atid Wrap the line around the other 
hand, leaving about two feet in the 
middle. Then yank, If the line snaps 
it means I tied a bad knot, or there 
was an unscen knick in the line, or 
the line was too weak in the first 
place. All knots are weaker than 
line -- period. Practice’ tying the 
monofilament knots found on the 
line box, as they're the best around. 

Casting distance, using a modern 
rod and reel, depends largely upon 
the diameter of the line, and thinner 
line is lighter line. So, six-pound- 
test line will cast much better than 
20-pound line, with equal weights 
on the end, of course. The wizards 
are Now perfecting thinner line at 
the same test strength, meaning that 
someday we'll have 30-pound line 
as thin as today's 4-pound. Maybe. 

Incidently, line strength is rated 
for wet strength, not dry. 

But your casting distance is also 
affected by the condition of the line 

itself. Mono that's been on the reel 
too-long gets a "coiled" look that 
will really eat up casting distance. 
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If you don't have time to replace 
your line, a field-expedient "quick 
fix" is to stretch the monofilament 
to remove some of the coiling.. Tie 
the line to a solid object, such as a 
truck, then Jet outa hundred feet or 
so. Then set the reel and keep on 
walking. Stretch the string almost 
to the bréaking point, but not quite. 
Pluck it like a banjo string to sce if 
it's réally stretching. That will take 
out much of the coiling, for awhile 
at least. 

Line stretches, but a sharp yank 
may break it with a lesser pull. To 
avoid losing truly strong fish, set 
the drag on your reel to release ona 
sharp yank, instead of the "dead 
lift" line strength. Bigger fish will 
"surge" during a fight, charging off 
in a flash, and your line might snap 
if the drag is too tight. Keep it light, 
and-don't listen to your buddy's 
grumps about getting cheap thrills 
from a screaming drag. 

Another problem with line is the 
age-old headache of twisting. The 
world's best snap-swivel won't save 
you from line twist, if you're using 
a lure that spins. Even a rubber 
worm can give you a nasty twist, if 
it's hooked improperly. 

Do this: grab the line in two spots, 
three feet apart, then bring both 
hands together. If the line coils up 
on itself, you have a problem. Line 
twist can make your life. miserable, 
with rod tip tangles and reéhsnarls 
No thanks. 


Many moons ago, my dear old 
Dad taught me how to solve a line 
twist. Snip off the lure or swivel, 
then trail the plain line out the end 
of the boat and go for a leisurely 
¢ruige.Feed-out alt thetine-you can 
and go very slowly. Eventually you 
will notice the rod bending from 
the resistance of the trailing line. 
Sit back, pop a frosty and listen to 
the ball game for a few minutes. In 
about 10 minutes or so the twist is 
gone 


The best cure of all, however, for 
all monofilament problems, is to 
replace your iine annually. I put on 
fresh line every spring, during that 
interminable wait for ice-out, and I 
carefully discard the old line. For 
the comfort of having perfect line, 
it's well worth the expense 


Properly disposing of used line is 
very important. Mono doesn't rot 
away, and it does kill. Look at that 
whale two weeks ago, caught up in 
a fishing net. Today's nets are made 
of monofilament line. Oh yes. Do 
the right thing with used line, all of 
it, even the snippet of knicked line 
that you cut off carlier. 

All this might sound like overkill 
for simple fishing line, but I have 
not lost a single fish in years from 
broken line or a loose knot; my 
casting distance is great; and the big 
ones are still swimming. 


Why? It's not my line, at least .

AIDS took her husband 
but gave her a mission

How do you begin to write a story 
about a personal friend whose own 
family tragedy has made banner 
headlines, and yet has ended with a 
crusade being founded from the 
sadness of the tragedy? 

=——Suzi Spiris Cushing's crusade is 10 
educate th public about AIDS, 
which took the life of her husband 
Jimmy on March 2, 1989, 

There's little apprehension in Suzi 
as she begins her story. She sits 
comfortably in her Wilmington 
home which she shares with 
daughter’ Kelly, and a new kitten 
with teeth especially attracted to 
writers’ shoes, 

This is Tow Path Lane, a serene, 
suburban neighborhood, and it 
affords the quict that someone like 
Suzi well deserves after the events 
of the past few years. 

Husband Jim had been a truck 
driver and a well known citizen, 
active in sports and the formation of 
Wilmington High's alumni 
association. At one point, Jim 
unexpectedly dabbled in politics 
when his father-in-law Mitch S| 


ran for the school committee. Jim's 
new political expertise was utilized 
in a later campaign for wife Suzi, 
who served as an appointed member 
of the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee following the sudden death 
of her father. 

Jimmy Cushing was the typical 
nice guy, devoted toy wife and 
daughter, and enjoying a special 
friendship with his father-in-law 
Mitch. He contributed regularly to 
his home town and never asked for 
anything in return.. 

In 1980 Jimmy lost a leg in a work 
related truck accident. Twenty four 
units of blood kept Jimmy alive. 

Blood in 1980 was hardly viewed 
as suspicious. AIDS awareness was 
not at its height. But Jimmy's blood 
had been fatefully contaminated 
with the HIV virus. 

The diagnosis came on November 
16, 1988, eight and a half years 
after the accident, proving the 
ability of this wretched virus to 
hide, undetected, within a normal, 
functioning human being. 

Soon after the diagnosis, Jimmy's 
HIV was triggered into full-blown

AIDS because of a case of 
pneumonia. He died four months 
later. 

"When we discovered Jimmy had 
the HIV virus, our first fears 
weren't for us, but for Kelly," said 
Suzi, looking toward the ceiling as 
if-she could see her daughter 
upstairs. 

The fact that Jimmy had AIDS was 
a secret until shortly before his 
death. In January, 1989 the family 
won a major court victory against 
Jimmy's employer over the injuries 
leading to his leg amputation. The 
judgement also weighed the matter 
of Jimmy having contracted AIDS 
as a result of the accident. 

"I guess we were both naive. 
After five days at trial we hadn't 
thought for a moment about the 
court press office, ind the fact that 
they would hear about the landmark 
ruling,” said Suzi, noting it was the 
first time a judgment had been 
rendered against an emptoyer in an 
AIDS related case. 

Soon the news hit the media 
outlets which carried the story 
identifying Jim Cushing of 
Wilmington. 

But the fear of everything from 
prank phone calls to parents not 
allowing their children to play with 
Kelly never developed. 

This is not Florida, where the 
nation once disdainfully focused its 
attention on the plight of a young 
boy with AIDS whose family was 
terrorized and their home burnt to 
the ground. 

This is Wilmington. 

"The town was great, from 
friends concerned about Jimmy to 
the principal of the Woburn Street 
School looking out for Kelly 
Absolutely nothing negative 
happened," said Suzi, who's own 
strength in talking about her story 
seems to come from the knowledge 
that her community responded with 
care and love to this disease. The 
same disease which in other places 
has triggered ignorance and hate 

After Jimmy's death Suzi was 
looking. She was looking for what 
one might call a "void filler”. 

Her crusade in AIDS education 
was prompted by an experience she 
had in the nation's capitol one 
weckend last October. The famous 
AIDS quilt was to be presented in 
Washington and the Names Project 
of Boston asked Suzi to participate. 
“Our job was to help spread out five 
sections of quilt. It weighed’a ton", 
said Suzi, who's husband Jimmy 
was now a part of the AIDS quilt 
thanks to the craftful fingers of 
daughter Kelly and family friend 
Gail Peach, 

On that weekend more emotion 
struck Suzi-than since Jimmy's 
death in March. Of the fourteen 
acres of lives remembered, spread 
Out on Washington ground in quilt 
fashion, Suzi- stumbled upon a 
section sewn for a three month old 
girl. 

“After that I came home with the 
feeling I just couldn't let go; it was 
too big of a problem to keep to 
myself," said Suzi 

Suzi described her desire to share 
her story with people in-a letter to 
Superintendent of Schools Bill Fay 
This eventually led to a new 
mission. 

Suzi took to the speaking circuit 
educating parents and their kids 
about AIDS. She now finds her 
solace in addressing an audience 
critically in néed of being receptive. 

"The college kids are turning up 
HIV positive now, which means 
they were infected in high school,” 
said Suzi, who noted that her 


’ 
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favorite phrase in speaking before 
young people is that, "AIDS does 
not discriminate.” 

Often accompanying Suzi to area 
high schools is Kevin Cranston of 
the state Department of Education. 
"L think of Suzi as phenomenally. 
brave", said Cranston, adding, 
"Suzi presents herself as one of us, 
and one of us has been touched by 
this diseast 

Suzi said she and Cranston com- 
pliment one another. Suzi has_the 
powerful, personal message, and 
Cranston the ability to tell what is 
on the kids' minds. "He draws out 
their questions because he seems to 
always know what they're afraid to 
raise their hand and ask," said Suzi, 
acknowledging that the question 
most often on peoples’ minds 
concerns her own health. 

"You really have no right to look 
at someone and ask if they have 
been tested for AIDS,” said Suzi ina 
very quict voice, but with a loak of 
determination in her eyes. 

Nonctheless, she readily shares the 
information that she is beyond any 
risk period and despite Jimmy's 
death is completely free of the 
virus. 

Suzi Cushing is living an active 
life with a special story to it. She 
overcame a tragedy and from it 
developed a message to help other 
people. Her pain in remembering 
Jimmy's death will always be there, 
but her consolation seems to be 
communicating her story to others. 

She said, “If I can get one person 
to think twice, then I have done 
something. If Jimmy were still 
alive he'd be doing this. He didn't 
have a choice in getting AIDS, but 
so many other people do have that 
choice",

is left to accumulate dust and din, its 
ability to grow and flower will be 
affected, Dirty leaves and clogged 
leaf pores restrict the amount of 
sunlight’ that is able to, reach the 
leaves’ surface.

two weeks. We were really the only 
‘game in town.” 

It is estimated that during the 
blizzard the Guard was able to 
mobilize 5,000 troops in a 48-hour 
period. 

Most recently the new drug 
intradiction unit of the Guard, 
Operation Yankee Scout (headquar- 
tered at Camp Curtis Guild in 
Reading), brought honors to them- 
selves by successfully participating 
in action with local and State Police 
officers during a series of drug 
busts in the huge Foxboro Stadium 
parking lot during a rock concert. It 
has been called the first such use of 
the guard. 

Other mobilizations included the 
state workers strike in 1981, the 
Chelsea Fire of 1973 the 1981 
Lynn fire and the Boston Busing 
Crises in 1975. In good’ times the 
Guard has also helped out during 
the Tall Ships parade during the 
summers of 1976 and 1980 as well 
as the 1979 visit of Pope John Paul 
Il to Boston. 

As part of their federal mandate, 
the Massachusetts Air National 
Guard has two planes flying daily 
patrols along the coast of New 
England and the north Atlantic 
Ocean. 

These are just some of the many 
activities that the Guard has taken 
part in its long history which dates 
back to 1636, The Yankee Division 
is the oldest in the country. 

Two local members of the 
Guard, Captain Scott Brown, a for- 
mer Wakefield High School and 
Tuft’s University basketball star 
and Captain Michael Cloonan, a 
licutenant with the Reading Police, 
both joined the guard for the chal- 
lenge it provided them. They have 
both stayed in because of the 
opportunities the Guard has given 
them in their outside career. Both 
men are doing jobs that are outside 
of their every day careers, and find 
that fact a plus as it gives them a 
chance to diversify themselves. 

Brown, is presently a lawyer in 
the Boston offices of John 
Brazilian, and associated with 


Bailey and Fishman. Ironically his 
Long Wharf office is located on the 
site of a Guard action in 1777, 
when Thomas Gage was met and 
escorted to his office as the

Brown identifies his service in

stays in. His first reply was that it is 
a great networking tool. However, 
he added that although he is not a 
flag waving patriot, he feels that his 
service allows him to do something 
for his country. 

As a company commander with

‘Ghost" Starring Demj Moore, 
Patrick Swayze, Whoopi

I's a love story in which the 
male lead is dead, a murder mys- 
tery with existential overtones and 
it stars three actors whose latest 
credits read like a casualty list. 
Yet "Ghost" is a great flick. Itma 
be a bit difficult to get a handle 
on, but once you get into it, you're 
hooked. 

Demi Moore stars as a sculp- 
tress who watches in horror as her 
live-in lover, played by Patrick 
Swayze, is gunned down during a 
mugging. Only it turns out his 
death may not be as random as it 
seems, Murder is more the name 
of the game, and Swayze's disem- 
bodied spirit is wapped on earth 
trying to figure out who did it 
While trying to solve his own 
murder, Swayze must.protéct 
Moore from a similarly bloody 
fate 

Swayze, cerily caught in a 
world he can't understand, or even 
cope with, is forced to stand on 
the outside of his life and help- 
lessly watch as his assailant gets 
away with murder. It actually 
takes him a while to figure out 
that he's dead. However, he gets 
some help from a fake spiritualist 
who realizes she can tune into his 
zhostly vibes. Whoopi Goldberg, 
showing amazing restraint as the 
phony psychic, gives the best per- 
formance of her career.

in Hanson takes place outside the 
studio, A.J. explained, “You've 
just got to see the expressions on 
the faces of the local people when 
they see a big, black stretch 
Mercedes limo pull up outside a 
convenient store and Dweezil 
Zappa steps out!

They know Dweezil hosts his own

Dweezil Zappa is the son of 
Frank Zappa and the brother of 
Moon Unit Zappa.

“We like to hang out at this 
tiny tavern down the street called 
J.J.s," AJ. continued. “It’s a real 
locals place. You should see the 
faces on the patrons when we 
walk in with members of the rock 
bands! Once I walked in with this 
guy who plays guitar in Rock 
Candy. He stands six-feet-four 
and he’s all muscle - a body 
builder - with platinum blonde 
hair down to the middle of his 
back. People looked at us like we 
were from another planet. But 
then something strange happens: 
we act very friendly toward the 
locals, and they begin to act very 
friendly toward us. We're actually 
regulars at J.J.’s now! After a 
while, folks down here get so 
used to seeing rock stars, it 
doesn’t even make a difference to 
them anymore.” 

On this afternoon that we visit- 
ed Courtlen Studio, A.J. was 
demonstrating some of the songs 
he’s produced for—top-name.

name of Michael, a percussionist 
himself who’s looking to make a 
demo tape to present to major 
record labels: A.J. asked Michaet, 
as he_listened intently to the 
results of A.J.’s production skills, 
what he wanted to achieve during 


his sessions in the studio, then 
Michael responded, referring to 
setting up his drums in the actual 
studio, which is just beyond a 
huge glass window separating the 
studio from the control room, 
recording just himself on the 
drums, then bringing in other 
members of his band later, at 
which time he wanted A.J. to lay 
their tracks over his drum track. 

“No problem,” A.J. said. “We 
can do whatever you want.” 

Michacl seemed pleased with 
what Courtlen had to offer, and he 
appeared particularly happy with 
A.J.'s ability to produce his music 
the way he wanted. In minutes a 
deal was made. 


Fred Danner appeared in the 
control room, and went to the 
thermostat in the corner. He made 
a slight adjustment, then turned to 
A.J. and asked him what he 
thought of the comfort level. “It’s 
perfect,” A.J. replied, to which 
Fred noted, half to me, half to 
A.J., “It’s a whole new system. 
Moisture and heat, and dust, are 
recording studio’s biggest ene- 
mies.

Fred cued up Jesse's twenty- 
four track tape, then placed him- 
self back in front of the control 
panel. He made sure A.J.’s equip- 
ment was patched into the board 
properly, then began playing with 
the dials and levers until he was 
satisfied that everything was per- 
fect. He tapped one of the many 
butions, and suddenly the room 
filled with the rich, melodic tones 
of Gonsalves Brothers samba beat 

Fred switched on the record 
button, which would allow the 
percussion sounds created by A.J. 
to be recorded over the track. 
When the exact moment arrived, 
Jesse cued A.J., and he began to 
play the sounds Jesse wanted 
dubbed onto his tape. The sounds, 
by themselves, ranged from what 
resembled a muted car hom to the 
sound of a large bird cackling to 
the sound of a high-shrill whistle.
